SCIENTISTS ASK U.S. PROMISE 
NOT TO USE H-BOMB FIRST 


Group Headed: by Hans Bethe Warns That 
One Hydrogen Blast Can 
Ruin Any City. 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
NEW YORK, Feb. 4 (AP)— 
Twelve top American physicists, 
nine of them atomic bomb ex- 
perts, warned today that one hy- 


drogen bomb can destroy New 
York or any other large city. 

They said using the H-bomb 
would betray morality and urged 
that the United States promise 
not to use it first. 

The. group was headed by Dr. 
Hans Bethe, Cornell University 
professor, who helped develop 
'the A-bomb at Los Alamos, N.M. 
and who is the discoverer of how 
the sun makes its heat with hy- 
drogen. He said his colleagues 
met yesterday and planned today’s 
statement which was made at a 
press conference. 

Bethe added that they had no 
further plans for action and that: 
they acted today as “worried citi- 


zens.” 
‘No Nation Hes Right.’ , 

The scientists said: 

“We believe that no nation has 
the right to use such a bomb no 
matter how righteous its cause. 
This bomb is no longer a weapon 
of war, but a means’ of extermi- 
nation of whole populations,” 

“We shall not have a monop- 
oly. The Russians will be able 
to make one, too. Théy will 


probably need a shorter time. 

“We must remember that we 
do not possess the bomb but are. 
only developing it and Russia has

Bethe said the “indiscretion” 
was. recent widespread publicity 
about our _H-bomb plans. 
The statement said there is as 
much difference between our 
present A-bomb and the proposed 
H-bomb as there is between a 
wartime block buster explosive 
and an A-bomb. 
. The’ group agreed this country 


should make the H-bomb because 
of President Truman’s directive 
and that they as scientists should 
work on it for that reason. How- 
ever, they said: 

“The only circumstance that 
might force us to use it would 
be’ if we or our allies were at- 
tacked by this bomb.” 

: Time After Attack. 

They insistedethat there would 
be time enough after this country 
had been attacked. They said 
H-bombs could not win a war in 
a first attack because they could 
not destroy enough military ob- 
jectives. . 

They said it will be difficult 
to stockpile the bombs because 
they. probably must be liquid 
hydrogen a® about 450 degrees 
below zero on the Fahrenheit 
scale.. 

Bethe said it might even be 
possible to counter an H-bomb 
attack by. using ohly A-bombs. 
He said that if Russia should 
explode a really good H-bomb the 
United States could detect it and 
know that it was an H-bomb.

prove to the bulk of the American electorate 
that at least one of these’ reasons applies 
to the President. 

Here is the point that the press, the in- 
telligetitsia, and the Republican party have © 
fumbled consistently. For some inscrut- 
able reason they have assumed that the 
electorate need only be told and it will 
act accordingly, without being convinced. 

This is not merely a false assumption, but 
one whose falsity has been demonstrated 
in nine elections, consecutive except for a 
single break in 1946. In 1932, 1934, 1936, 
1938,. 1940, 1942, 1944, 1948, and 1949 the 
voters were told by Very Important Persons 
-—the Republican party unanimously, the 
press practically unanimously, and the intel- 
lectuals in large numbers—what to do, and 
except in 1946 they proceeded to do the 
_ Opposite. 
- This may have been unintelligent on the 
part of the voters, but is it any more intelli- 
gent for Very Important Persons to continue 
to believe tha: they speak with authority 
when it has been proved nine times in 10 
elections that. they have no authority? To a 
neutral bystander it would seem that the 
intelligent thing to do would be to begin 
to speak persuasively, rather than authori- 
tatively. , 


Record of Eightieth Co 
Revived Skepticism of Voters. 


No man ever spoke persuasively, however, 
unless it appeared that he knew what he 
was about. I submit .that, to the 
average , it has not been apparent for 
17 years that the opposition knew what it 
was talking about. Once, in a moment of 
confusion and wnecertainty—the year 1946, 
after Roosevelt’s death—he assumed that the 
» opposition did know whereof it spake; but 
' the unhappy record of the Ejightieth Con- 
gress convinced that it didn’t, and his 
skepticism revived stronger than ever. . 

It is fairly plain, then, that the rational 
explanation of what happened in the last 
presidential election, the so-called Miracle 
of 1948, is to be sought, not in the per- 
sonality of. the winner, but in the impossi- 
bility of all the losers, Messrs. Dewey, 
Wallace, and Thurmond. 

A candidate is just.as vital as the issues 
he presents. Occasionally he can, as the 
two Roosevelts did, make himself the issue, 
but as a rule the candidate who presents a 
dead issue is a dead candidate; his roars 
may lift the roof off Madison Square Garden, 
and his war dances may make Fred Astaire 
look like a petrified man, but for all that 
he is a dead candidate. 

In the campaign of 1948 Mr. Truman 
discussed for the most part the record of 
the Eightieth Congress. Whether he dis- 
cussed it wisely or unwisely may be debat- 
able, but not the fact that he discussed it, 
nor the fact that it was the record of the 
Congress then in office. Hence it was in- 
dubitably a live issue and made Mr. Truman 
a live candidate. 

Mr. Dewey devoted the major part of 
his time te calling for American unity, at 
home and abroad, and the preservation of 
the American economic system te which 
he attributed American prosperity. But 
as far as the average voter could see, 
America was already fairly united and mod- 
erately prosperous, so Mr. Dewey’s issues 
sounded like a rephrasing of Manifest Des- 
tiny and the Full Dinner Pair, the issues 
on which William McKinley beat W. J, 
Bryan 50 years ago.

But there is another point of view. It is 


tle but a mere citizen with a living 
to make. The assertion that Truman’s errors 
have been disastrous to the country, he 
doesn’t understand. The country is here, 
isn’t it? It is at technical peace, ‘isn’t it? 
It is relatively prosperous, isn’t it? Then 
where is the disaster? 

This kind of voter regards with no emotion 
all the omens that alarm the more sophisti- 
cated. Consider, for example, three that 
have been widely discussed as unmistakable 
signs of a disintegrating. economy: the dis- 
appearance of venture capital, deficit financ- 
ing, and the impossibility of making those 
large accumulations that furnish large dona- 
tions to endow universities, hospitals, and 
the like. 3 : 

It is very hard indeed to convince the 
ordinary man that venture capital has been 
driven from a market in which General 
Motors can make profits of $5027000,000 in 
nine months, in which Steel’s earnings 
ranged from 24 te 48 per cent during the 
four quarters of 1948, and in which the 
most tremendous building boom in history 
is now raging. Capital that will not ven- 
ture into that market would not venture 
inte Mohammed’s paradise, he feels. Nor 
has the plain voter any clear idea of the 
differences between venture capital today 
and 30 years ago. 

Deficit financing we fave because (a) we 
have fought two vast wars in one generation; 
(b) we are armed to the teeth against a 
third; (c) the Eightieth Congress reduced 
taxes against Truman’s urgent advice, and 
the Eighty-first would not reimpose them at 
his request. The Ejightieth Congress was 
frankly Republican, and the Eighty-first was 
loaded with pseudo-Democrats who ‘voted Re- 
publican in the pinches. 

The impossibility of accumulating large 
fortunes seems to the impecunioys observer 
‘less an accomplished fact than a goal to be 
sought. It seems to him that certain people, 
especially in steel, oil and aircraft, have 
managed to get together rather impressive 
wads quite recently; and he has seen no 
&lmshouses crowded with .du Ponts and 
Rockefellers, or even with Raskobs and Fire- 
stones. If a man blessed with normal eye- 
sight has strolled through the swank shop- 
ping district of any large American city, he 


longer exists in America. 

Therefore it is safe to say that the argu- 
ments about venture capital, deficit financing 
and the dissipation of wealth are not political 
obstaeles in the way of Mr. Truman. Huge 
numbers of voters do not elieve the first 
at.all, do not believe that Truman is respon-

Then there is the charge that the President 
has a taste for low company that has reduced 
the intellectual tone of the White House to 
a deplorable level.

But even the Truman friends whom the 
Senate rejected, Pauley and Walgren, couldn’t 
be put in that class; and it soon developed 
that the five-percenters were not friends of 
the Presiderit, but merely sellers of gold 
bricks to supposedly, smart business - men.

More than that, there is in our people a 
deep and sound distrust of military men in 
general. It was when her army and navy 
escaped from the control of the civilian gov- 
ernment that Japan started on the’ road to 
ruin. It was uncontrollable Prussian mili- 
tarism that wrecked imperial Germany. It 
was the Grande Armee, obeying no orders 
but those of Napoleon, that brought down 
revolutionary France. It was the Janisshries 
that converted Turkey into the Sick Man of 
Europe. It was the Praetorian Guard that 
put the Homan Empire up at auction. If 
Toynbee is right, the escape of the military 
from civilian control has littered history with 
wrecks of nations all the way back to Assyria.

Obviously, none of this proves that the 
President’s statecraft has been irreproach- 
able,- or that his temperament is ideally 
suited to his great office. No effort is being 
made here to prove anything of the sort.

Soviet recognition 
of the Communist regime of Ho Chi-minh 
in Indochina this week has gravely harmed 
the position of the United States and ‘its 
western European allies in Asia, and Com- 
munist maltreatment of American consuls 
and other citizens in China has done still 
further damage. 

Relatively little American money would be 
required to finance this country’s share in 
the new program for Asia as it is now en- 
visaged. The United States would begin by 
providing expert know-how and such admin- 
istrative supplies and equipment as. paper, 
forms for leases and limited numbers of 
business machines. Amounts of money to be 
advanced for irrigation and other land im- 
provements wotild depend. on the needs and 
resources of each area concerned. 

Reforms to be pressed will vary in ac- 
cordance with the special needs of dich 
area. They will include rent reduction, 
improvement “of tenant farmers’ terms of 
occupancy, land reclamation, irrigation, 
provision of better veterinary care of live- 
stock and superior seed and fertilizers and 
encouragement of co-operatives. 

Much if not most of the rest of Asia will 
go Communist unless the great masses of the 
peasants oppose the ‘Reds, it is argued in 
behalf of the new policy, and the peasants 
will do this only if they are given a bigger 
stake in their countries’ freedom than they 
now have. —

In its economic and technological aspects,

The new policy differs from the Point Four 
program in at least three important respects, 
however: 

First, the new policy calls for sweeping 
social reforms, which Point Four does not 
do. 

Second, the United States will strongly 
press Far East governments to adopt the 
reforms proposed in the new program, 
whereas Point Four leaves. the Anitiative 
entirely to governments wishing American 
aid. : 

. Third, the new policy calis for much 
faster action than does Point Four. 

No final high-policy decisions have yet 
been taken as to just how far the United 
States should go in carrying out the new 
policy, and how it.should go about doing so. 
The policy may not ever be formally pro- 
claimed as such. 3 

There is an increasing tendency within the 
Truman Administration, however, to agree 
that this sort of a program is necessary, and 
chances are that it will be undertaken, and 
on a fairly formidable scale.’

Up to now, American policy in Asia has 


eoncentrated on measures designed to help 
Far East peoples assert their independence 
against domination by other powers imposed 
and maintained by force from the outside. 


The United States helped such peoples as

The best internal defense against Com- 
munism is a better deal for the man in the 
street in Asia, and more particularly for the 
man in the rice paddy; it is argued. If the 
masses of the people are given help now and 
hope for the future in free societies, they 
will oppose Communism; if they aren’t, they 
won't. 

This view has been gaining ground for 
some time in Washington. Basically, it was 
part of President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
New Deal. It is also part of the fundamen- 
tal philosophy of the Truman Doctrine, and 
was one of the principal arguments employed 
in official explanations of key phases of the 
American .Aid Program to Greece. Most 
recently, the new policy has been given a 
powerful impetus by. developments in South 
and Southwest China and Formosa. 

Far-reaching land reforms carried out in 
those areas the last several months before 
the final collapse of Nationalist rule on the 
mainiand had an almost revolutionary 
effect on the peasants’ attitudes. The 
reforms went far toward winning. over con- 
siderable numbers of the people to the 
Nationalist cause. Somewhat similar re- 
sults seem to have been achieved in For- 
mosa;j which the Nationalists still hold, but 
it is not believed here that these gains are 
sufficient to save the island. 

The Nationalists had been promising 
reforms of this sort for 23 years, but had 
hever carried them out. If they . 
up to their promises in 
nation-wide scale, they mig 
China from Communism, in 
of people here who ought to know what 
they're talking about. 

Similar reforms, undertaken now, can go 
far toward saving other peoples in the Far 
East from China’s fate, in this view.. Al- 
though undertaken too late; the United States 
played a major part in helping the Chinese 
carry out reforms which did much to improve 
conditions—and at a remarkably low cost to 
American tax-payers. 

An American-Chinese Joint Commission 
for Rural Reconstruction helped plan and 
supervise extensive land reforms. The Com- 
mission could only work in WNationalist- 
controlled. China, and Communist military 
advances limited its operations to a con- 
stantly shrinking area and finally put an end 
to its activities altogether on the mainland. 
Of the $27,500,000 in Untted States aid to 
China funds earmarked for agrictltural re- 
construction, no more than $6,000,000 appar- 
ently has been spent. 


Impressive Gains Were Made

_ A far-reaching program of rent reduc- 
tion was carried out.

Medicines 
were previded for the farmers and their 
animals. Approximately 64,000 head of 
water buffalo were vaccinated against rin- 
derpest in one area, for example.

While here Fuchs was accepted by our own 
security clearance to visit the Los Alamos proj- 
ect and the Argonne laboratory in Chicago.

"Great Britain has been described as much like 
that pt Dr> J. Robert Oppenheimer in this coun- 
try.

THE QUESTION OF*LAY ANALYSIS, 
by Sigmund Freud.

" HOULD non-medical. men be 
allowed to. practice psycho- 

_* analysis? This is a question 

which has torn~ psychoanalytic 

circles ever since Dr. Sigmund 

Freud discovered the principles 

of psychoanalysis,’ and in this 

monograph the master himself 
gives us his thoughts on the 
subject. 

Dr. Freud believes that a de- 
gree in medicine is not essen- 
tial to the practice of psycho- 
analytical therapy, in fact may 
even be an encumbrance. He 
sets forth his arguments in the 
form of a Socratic dialogue, 
clearly and concisely. In the 
course of the argument he pre- 
sents a lucid outline of psycho- 
analysis itself which admirably 
serves as an introduction to the 
subject. One is impressed not. 
only with the subject matter 
but with Dr. Freud’s literary 
style which has been preserved 
in an excellent translation by 
Nancy Procter-Gregg.

OVERTURE TO OVERLORD, by Lieut. 
Gen, Sir Frederick M KC 


O ONE had more to do with 

laying the groundwork for 

the Allied invasion of the 
-Nazi-held continent in 1944 than 
a polished, hard-working Eng- 
lish soldier with a blonde mus- 
tache and a sense of humor— 
Gen. Freddy Morgan. This 
book is his lively, often amus- 
ing account of the early organ- 
‘izing and planning which went 


the main invasion plan; the - 


“overture” was the intricate 
work of nine months period in 
1943 when Gen. Morgan was 
COSSAC (Chief of Staff to the 
Supreme Allied Commander, 
designate), Gen. Eisenhower 
was then still in North Africa. 
While Gen. Morgan’s chronicle - 
will hold the non-military read- 
er as an entertaining report on 
British-American co-operation, 
it must have fascination for the 
professional soldier. who is in- 
terested in the logistics of war- 
fare. This is the undramatic, 
nonspectacular side of battle. 
But it is a side so basic that 
without it, any attempt at mod- 
ern war would be an invitation 
to slaughter. 

This day and night, top se- 
cret planning went on in Nor- 
folk House, in St. James Square, 
London, and though the Nazi 
bombers knocked the windo 
out. with bomb blasts, the 
never were able to score a di- 
rect hit. Soon after Gen. 
Eisenhower arrived from the 
Mediterranean to be Supreme 
Commander, COSSAC became 
SHAEF (Supreme Headquar- 
ters, Allied Expeditionary 
For¢e) and the staff moved 
out to Bushy Park, on the 
Thames, near Teddington.

HEN that time came, Gen. 
Morgan would have made 
fan able Chief of Staff to 
Eisenhower, but the Supreme 
Commander understandably de- 
sired to keep the fully quali- 
fied right arm he had devel- 
oped in Africa, Gen. Walter 
Bedell Smith. Gen. Morgan be- 
came the Deputy Chief of Staff

Referring to Psychological War- 
fare and Public Relations, he

Clure’ (native of Mattoon, IIl.), 
who was experienced with both 
in the African and European 
theaters, had trials which were 
“excruciating.” ‘These troubles, 
Gen. “Morgan says, “must be 
mainly attributed to the lack 
of experience on the part of the 
General Staff.” He foresees 
that in the future “staff train- 
ing must be as meticulous in 
these matters as in those tradi- 
tional to the work of the staff 
of any fighting service.” 

All the current talk about 
Spain’s military value makes 
especially interesting.

A sample of the twinkle with 
which Gen. Morgan writes is 
his remark in. talking about 
Norfolk House, that it gave him 
“not a little satisfaction to con- 
duct conferences in the very 
‘room where I could envisage 
at one time the directors of 
Lloyd’s Bank in solemn con 
clave called to consider the 
matter of my egregious overs 
draft.” 


As for the allies fram across 
the Atlantic stationed at Nor- 
folk House, “No instance was 
reported of an American office? 
objecting to an assignment to 
werk on the site of the birth- 
place of King George III.” — 

Gen. Eisenhower’s three-page 
foreword is a tribute to the 
hard work, soldiership and per- 
sonality of his former Deputy 
Chief of Staff. Explaining that 
Gen. Morgan fully supported 
the revision plan to broadefi 
the areaxof attack in France, 
Gen. Eisenhower writes: “His 
vast store of knowledge and 
great ability were of inestima- 
ble value to all of us who 
were newcomers.” “Overture 
to Overlord’ is the prelude to 
Gen. Eisenhower’s own <‘Cru- 
sade in Europe.” ‘

Why-can these things be con- 
sidered’ possible? The phosphor 
mateh, the kind you strike on 
your shoe, gives the answer. Coal 
and wood must be heated to hun- 
dreds of degreés before they will 
burn. The match ignites with the 
mild heat of friction, and then 
can communicate the heat to 
start the fire. 

Inthe world of nuclear bombs, 
all except two must be preheated 
like wood and coal. They must be 
heated to millions of degrees, 
with tons of pressure. The two 
exceptions are uranium and plu- 
tonium bombs. These are set off 
by cool neutrons—no great heat 
required. 

These two are the phosphor 
matches which science fears can, 
set off the others. These two 
furnish the millions of degrees 
heat and pressures. The question 
is do the atomic “matches” blaze 
long enough?

As they enter, they lose 
some mass, and will 
make a bomb, if the fusing par 
ticles are brought together fasts 
enough and in large enough num- 
bers. Fusing is far more explo- 
sive than splitting, giving about 
seven times more heat, for equi 
weights. 

What is the limit? The anni- 
hilation bomb. Annihilation 
means that the entire mass of 
atoms disappears completely, 
changes into energy, with nothing 
left over. That is the reaction in 
which energy produced from a 
substance no bigger than a single 
pea could drive the Queen Eliza- 
beth across the Atlantic. 


It is caleulated that this reac- 
tion really occurs in the hot cen- 
ters of stars. A few scientists 
think they have seen it in lab- 
oratories, but they aren't sure. 


The annihilation bomb will 
give 1000 times more energy per 
pound than the present A-bomb. 
But the 1000 here is misleading. 
Nature which sets off A-bombs 
while they are cool, also set a 
limit on how much can be ex- 
ploded. There is no known limit 
on annihilation. Such a bomb 
could go to thousands or millions 
more. 


It is reasonable to suppose 
that annihilation will not be 
achieved on earth. But it is no 
longer safe to comfort yourself 
with dreams that men won’t make 
the bigger bombs. 

Keeping our discoveries secret 
won't help. Scientific discoveries 
come from facts that anyone can 
learn. 

Apparently agreement not to 
look for the terrible bombs is 
futile.- For any-.nation seeking

In an attempt to-justify the nation-wide strike 
which they announced will begin Wednesday, 
February 8, national leaders of the telephone 
union have made a number of erroneous and 

‘misleading statements about telephone wages 
and working conditions. 


Here are the facts ena some of these 
statements. 


Union leaders claim: 
“Prior to the war phone workers occupied 
seventh place in a series of 27 typical indus- 
tries according to the U. S. Bureau of Laber 
Statistics. Today phone workers are in 25th 
place ... ‘Switchboard operators earn on an 
average only about $38 a week.” 


The FACTS are: 


Reports of the Bureau of Labor Statistics are. 


available to everyone. No list of “27 typical 


industries” is given in them.

This is what those reports do show: 


1. Wages of this company’s plant crafts- 
men rank seventh from the top in the 
latest reports on production workers in 
‘more than 200 separate industries. 
Their avefage weekly earnings are 
‘$65.48. 


The avesage weekly earnings of switch- 
board operating employees in 500 cities, 


large and small, served by this company

HENEVER 20TH CENTURY MAN lets his imagination run-wild he 

begins to think about rockets. For, somehow, the thought of 
soaring through space at incredible speeds never fails to fascinate a 
generation that is always in a hurry. 

Recently this generation was given a new fillip of hope. At a meet- 
ing of the American Society of Mechanical Engineers, Dr. Hsue-shen 
Tsien, Chinese-born rocket expert from the California Institute of 
Technology, reported that modern science already is equipped to build 
a rocket ship capable of carrying passengers from Los Angeles to New 
Yorkinanhour. ~ 

Fantastic? Perhaps. But less than 50 years ago most people thought 
that airplanes were only the crazy dreams of crackpots. Yet today 
man flies faster than sound. By the same yardstick, crossing the 
continent by rocket seems breathtaking now but by tomorrow this, 
may merely be moping along. 

The kind of rocket liner Dr. Tsien says could now be built would 
be 80 feet: long and nine feet in diameter with a loaded weight of 50 


tons. It would have short, stubby wings and a jet engine, as well as a 
rocket motor for landing. Its top speed, 10,000 miles an hour, would . 


carry it 1,200 miles on an elliptical course to a top altitude of 300 


_ Iniles. As it curved down toward the earth, it would meet the air again, 


level off somewhat and turn into a glider powered only by its own 


‘momentum. Coasting through the air for another 1,800 miles, it would 


land at 150 miles an hour just about an hour after the take-off. 
You Climb Fast to Get a ‘Roller-Coaster’ Start 


From the passengers’ viewpoint, the flight should be a pleasant one, 


although perhaps a little wearing at the start. At the take-off in Los 


Angeles, passengers will be slammed back into their seats for the

hazy square miles of the North American continent spread out before 
him-if he is in the mood to observe this impressive panorama. 

As the rocket descends, the passenger will have a sensation like 
falling in an elevator whose cable has broken. But with no reference 
points to mark the progress of his fall, he will be unconscious of the 
fact that he is travelling 10,000 miles an hour. 

After a flight of about 15 minutes the rocket will descend to a 
level of 27 miles somewhere over Nebraska. Then cloud formations, 
thunderstorms and even cities, rivers and plains will be visible below 
and from this point on until the landing in New York a trip in a 
rocket will be not unlike a superfast airplane ride. 

Hazards of the trip will be more pronounced, however, than those 
encountered in a plane. In the first place, the pilot will have little to 
do in a rocket because it is next to impossible for human reflexes to 
keep up with the speed of a space ship. His main duty will be merely 
to watch the operation of pre-set controls and, consequently, in case 


Engineering genius at last has solved the problem of intense heat 
in a rocket by using the rocket fuel itself as the cooling agent. But 
the possibilities of fire and explosion should remain great enough to 
keep passengers in an interesting state of anticipation during the 
early years of rocket flight. Collision with meteors is another possible 
hazard. To genuine rocket addicts, of course, these risks will only 
add to the zest of the sport.

OU’D NEVER KNOW iT but Bill Hendrick, that busy fellow who 
bounds around his farm on the outskirts of this little New 
England hamlet, is stone blind. 

You watch him fill the feed troughs, fix a broken water pipe, 
slit logs, and milk the cow—all without the slightest fumbling— 
and you wonder how he does it. You’ve heard a lot about blind 
people with special abilities, but you just can’t believe your eyes 
when you see Bill Hendrick catch a running chicken’ then go hop 
over a fence to find out how the cow is doing. 

How does he do it? 

Well, for one thing, Bill Hendrick, today a grower of fine poultry, 
has been practicing for a long time. (Today he’s 41. He was only 10 

when a playmate shot a toy arrow into his right eye and he went 

> totally blind.) In the second place, his feet know by~heart every 
lump in the path that goes up the hill to the pasture gate; he knows 
when to slow down so he won’t trip over the two-inch iron pipe that 
comes down from the spring on the hillside. 


The Sounds That Guide 


Furthermore, every tool on his farm is always in its place. He 
knows that the pitchfork, when he wants it, will be in a certain 
corner of his small toolshed, and right beside it will be the broom 
and shovel. The pipe wrench and hammer will be standing against 
the wall of the other toolshed. 

Then, too, he knows every sound in the barnyard: the clump of 
the cow’s feet as she comes down the path and stands waiting for 
him to open the gate at milking time; the excited squawking of a - 
running hen. 

It’s the latter sound that helps him catch a hen for market. | 

“I simply follow her around the pen by listening to her,” he says, 
“until I work her into a corner.” | ; 

-If he strays from the path and his feet fail, for a moment, to 
tell him which part of his 90 acres he is treading, he simply listens. 
There are many sounds to give him “bearings:” the endless gassip 
of the poultry, the barnyard pump, the sound of his wife’s voice; 
the shutting of the kitchen door, even the echoes from the barn 
walls. ~ 

You watch him come down the path from pasture. Sometimes 
he misses the gate by a few feet and reaches to find it; usually he 
walks right up to it, opens it confidently. He slows for the water 
pipe, then crosses diagonally to the chicken houses. 

There is a clatter of hens as he collects eggs: he knows exactly 
where each of 600 nests is. He collects the eggs swiftly.

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Fuller’s famous ‘Dymaxion’ at 


last becomes a real home 


By DICK LONG 


OUR YEARS AGO, an energetic inventor by the name 
of R. Buckminster Fuller caught the fancy-—if not 
the approval—of many a house-hungry American 


when he publicly unveiled a bizarre, igloo-like struc- - 


ture, christened it the “Dymaxion Dwelling Machine,” 
and proclaimed it one answer to a rising wail for low- 
cost homes. 

To the average man, Fuller’s Dymaxion design 
looked like no house ever seen. Round, with a dome- 
shaped top and crowned with a ventilating fin, it was 
unconventional in every way. Floors and walls were 
suspended from a center “organic” mast. The shell was 
fabricated from alloy steel, aluminum. and plastic, 
and moveable partitions divided the interior into pie- 
shaped rooms. 

Its two main advantages, according to inventor 
Fuller, were: (1) low cost — mass-produced, it would 
sell for $6,500; and (2) its light weight — only 8,000 
pounds—would lick the problem of mass distribution. 

But like many another postwar design, the Dy- 
maxion house never attracted the capital to launch 
it in production. The costly ($54,000) experiment be- 
gan to gather dust in a Wichita, Kan., warehouse. 

Then William Graham, an affluent Wichita biilder 
came along. The neglected Dymaxion house gave him 
an idea. Why not buy it and incorporate it into a sum-

mer home he wanted to build on a stretch of Kansas 
grassland? He did just that. 

Workmen took the dusty Dymaxion apart, hauled 
it. to its new site 12 miles southeast of Wichita where 
it became the upper floor of the new Graham home. 

There were some early “bugs” that had to be cor- 
rected: The aluminum roof strips leaked and the ven- 
tilating fin creaked in the Kansas wind. Nor did the 
Grahams like the high ceiling in the bedrooms.

But the flaws, Graham says, are outweighed by the 
house’s advantages. He likes the transparent plastic 
windows because they don’t break easily. And the thin 
plywood floors, which have a certain amount of give 
when you tread on them, “aré easy on our five chil- 
dren when they take their tumbles,” he says. 

When the Grahams built their round house with its 
Dymaxion extension, they planned to use it only in 
summer. Today, they live in it year-round. Builder 
Graham—who builds only conventional houses for his 
customers—has turned out to be an enthusiastic if 
unexpected booster for inventor Fuller’s Dymaxion 
Dwelling Machine. “It has revolutionary features such 
as economy, brightness and convenience,’’ he says, 
which will be commonplace in the homes of tomorrow.”
